It i* the law which provides for the punishment 
of the innoeent as well us the guilty 
of tfie virtuous 
an well n* the wicked. 
It is the surest obstacle to all 
moral improvement, since it render« one liable to the 
vrngeaneo of the people, for every attempt .at relorma- 
tion. 
In proportion as it prevails in a community, will 
the efficiency of the true law s 
be diminished, since 
tho existence o f arbitrary courts destroys the people’s 
respect for law in the abstract. 
Tho Lynch law is pre­ 
scribed only by the passions, prejudices, and caprices 
o f men—and indignation and revenge ait as judges of 


the victim, instead of reason and justice. 
It is worse 
in its effects upon society than the arbitrary will of a 
despotic sovereign and judge, whom the people ac­ 
knowledge-—since a despot feels somewhat dependant 
upon the affections of Ins subjects, while the mob who 
sit in judgment against an oilender, feel no respontihili 
ty of any kind. 
In the fortner case, one is 
subject to 
the caprices of only a single individual— in the latter, 
he is subject to the caprices of thousands. 
Any single 
individual tins as perfect a right to sit as judge over a 
fellow-mun, and to condemn and execute him, us any 
whole community. 
The latter 
have, 
by the social 
compuct, relinquished ull such authority. 
They have 
resigned it to the criminal courts, whioh were establish­ 
ed for the exercise of all judicial uuthority. 
All enjoy 
the right of uccusmg, but the appointed officers, alone, 
enjoy the right sf condemning ; and still another set of 
officers are invested with the power of executing ver­ 
dicts. 
It is not true that the will of the people is law, 
and it cannot become law until it bus been declared be­ 
fore the appointed body oflegislators, and has received 
the legislative sanction. 
Hence, though the whole peo­ 
ple should assemble, and 
with one voice should con­ 
demn an individual to death, their will does not by this 
act become law, because the people, except iu the cu- 
pacity of officers, possess no criminal jurisdiction. 
The 
people themselves are the source from which all judi- 
cia fond legislative power is derived-—but nevertheless, 
u. heir private capacity, they 
have no sonstitutional 
right to exercise this power, which they 
have agreed 
to resign to the appointed officers of the judicial and le- 
gt native courts. 


A Correspondent calls our attention to “ The La­ 
dies’ Association for furnishing indigent females in this 


city with employment,” and has explained to us so ful­ 
ly the object of this benevolent society, that we cannot 
forbear to recommend that it be encouraged and supported 
by a liberal public. 
Our correspondent states that there 
are many poor and worthy women iu this city, who can 
obtain only 12 1-2 or 20 cents, for the labor of an en­ 
tire day— and that the object of this Association is to 
furnish that class of persons witli employment, in such 
a way that the entire proceeds of their labor shall be 
secured to them. 
The plan is, for the Committee or 
Agent of the Association, to contract for tho delivery 
of a certain number of plain garments, or for any other 
plain sewing, at a given price— then to hire a room and 
employ a superintendent to cut the garments and give 
them out to individuals, and after deducting the expense 
o f the room &c. to pay over to those who perform the 
work, the balance of the money received for it. 
In 
erder to carry out the plan o f this excellent charity, a 
capital of about $«1000 is necessary, which, we trust, 
the benevolent ladies engaged in the undertaking, will 


find no difficulty iu obtaining. 


A Sw indler A r r e s te d — A young Englishman by 


he name of P. H. Wilding, who has recently been 
|g Uring in New-York «s a speculator iu stocks, took 
his departure from Wall street very suddenly, on Mon­ 


day, having previously contrived to purchase stocks 
amounting to $47.00(1 of two brokers, (who were 
credulous enough to take his checks for the amount) 
and to convert the scrip into cash, which he forgot to 
deposit to meet his checks. 
One thousand dollars re­

Mary Ann and 
Maria Smith,*of ¡Cambridge, received a joint premium 
of $3.00, for an embroidered silk apron and hell, and 


n worked cape. 
The Ploughing .Match took pla co in a field near the 
Franklin House, the first premiums, with double and 
single teams, was awarded to George Barrett, of Con­ 
cord. 
The soil was not considered favorable for turn­ 
ing a handsome furrow. 
After the names of the fortunate competitors were 
announced, the Society adjourned to Porter’s Hotel, 
and sat down to a magnificent dinner, in his most 
magnificent dancing hall. 
The concourse of people, assembled from all parts of 
the State, was immense ; not less than a thousand ve­ 
hicles encumbered the avenues and vacant lots. 
Trav­ 
elling menageries, a circus, a vehicle of the Fine Arts, 
a merry-go-round, rattlesnakes and crocodiles, oyster 
benches, chowder kettles, and liquor stands, were hud­ 
dled together so thick, as scarcely to allow foot pas­ 
sengers a thoroughfare. 
A full battalion of the Boston 
black-legs were encamped on a grassy recess, on which 
were set-up about twenty gambling tables— with dice, 
roulettes, and wheels-of-fortune. 
Every tuble was sur­ 
rounded by a crowd o f men, each struggling for an op­ 
portunity to be “ nicked.” 
The stakes ranged from a 
four-pence to ten dollars. 
At one table, at four-pence 
a throw, a man lost a dollar and a half in ten minutes, 
and apparently without any foul play on the part of 


the keeper of the table. 
To make this scene the more revolting, a print ped­ 
lar drove his wagon into the very midst of the infa­ 
mous gang and their miserable dupes, and commenced 
selling his prints—chiefly of a sacred character— at 
auction. 
The first lot which he unrolled, contained a 
dozen highly colored charts of the Ten Command­ 
m ents, encircled with a motto, in glaringly ornamented 
capitals, “ Worship God, and keep his command­ 
ments.” 
Contiguous to this disgraceful contrast, was a 
tiu-pedlar, disposing of his wares at auction, and behind 
him a hook pedlur, rending the air with cries of “ a 
beautiful gilt pocket Bible, going, going lor fifty cents.”

dents are derived. 
One would imagine that the music would 
effect the illusion and suggest absurd ideas—such, for instance 
as the song of Rebecca w hen condemned to death, iu which 
the Pilgrim, disguised as a Tem plar, takes a part. 
But there 
is no such consequence. 
Every point is effective—every scene 
convex cd a deep impression. 
On the first night of a new piece, we are willing to forgive 
many little blunders. 
Hut the acting and conduct of the 
“ M aid o f Judah” could not be improved, with the exception 
of the character of Robin Hood which was wretchedly mis­ 
conceived by Mr Fcnno. The other parts were admirably per­ 
formed—Bryan de Bois Gilbert, wus played w'ith spirit and 
to the life, by Mr Sm ith—Isaac oj York was personated by 
Mr Gilbert, w ith a force and fidelity which establishes this 
actor’s claim to a highly respectable rank in his profession.— 
The chorus w as very fine : and Mr Pierson, who was brought 
from New York for the occasion, m erits particular praise. 
Nothing could be finer than the performances of the prin­ 
cipal actors. 
Mr Brough’s fine bass was very effective iu the 
solemn music.—Mr W ood’s uppearance was splendid—and his 
conception and enacting of his part, adm irable—But w hat shall 
we say of M r s W o o d as Rebecca ? 
It was a m ost touching 
and beautiful performance. 
Her pantom im e is not only grace­ 
ful in Ihe extrem e j but her voice, in speaking as well as 
singing, is rich and powerful. Some of her points would have 
elicited thunders of applause lor Miss Kemble. 
The crowds 
have been immense at both representations of this magnifi- 
ceut o p era; and we regret that many should have been dis­ 
appointed in not being able to obtain seals, especially since 
they will not have an opportunity to see it after Friday, till 
the return of the W oods, in December.
